Athanaſius the great, concerning the vie and 
vertue of the Pſalmes. 


LL holic Scripture is certainely the teacher 
of all vertue and of the ttue fayth: but the 
Booke of the Pſalmes docth expteſſe after a 
certayne maner the very ſtate and condition 
of the Soule. For as hee which entendeth to 
preſenthimſelfe to a King, firit wil compound 
with himſelfe to ſet in good order both his 
geſture and ſpeache, leaſt els he might be re- 
puted rude and ignoraunt: Euen ſo doeth 
this godly Booke infourme all ſuch as be de- 
ſirous to lead their life in vertue, and to know 
the life of our Sauiour, which he ledde in his 
conuerſation, putting them in minde in the 
reading thereof of all their affections and paſ- 
ſions, whereto theit ſoule is inclined. 

Moreouer, the Pſalmes forme and teache euery man with diuerſe inſtructions, 
whereby he may not onely eſpie the affections and ſtate of his ſoule, and to winne a 
good paterne and diſcipline, howe he may pleaſe God, but alſo with what fourme 
of wordcshe may amende himſelfe, and howe to gine God due thankes leaſt if hee 
ſhoulde ſpeake otherwiſe then were conuenient, he ſnoulde fall into impietic by his 
vnreuerent eſtimation of God for we muſt all make an account to the Iudge, as well 
of our cuill deedes, as of our idle wordes.
